WHERE DOES THE FAT. 
COME FROM? 

HERE are two sources of fat in 
| the human body. One is food sub- 
stances which contain no fat, and 
the other fatty foods That fat 
can be made out of starchés and 
sugars is a matter of common informa- 
tion. When either sugar or starches 
are eaten they are digested if digestion 
is necessary, absorbed, and then split 
up into butyric acid. After this it can 
be changed back into a sugar and 
burned or stored or changed into fat 

and stored, This is the chief 

of fat. 

When proteins are eaten they are di- 
gested, absorbed, at which point some 
part may be changed to a fat-protein 
and then a fat, and stored as fat. When 
fat is eaten it is emulsified, absorbed, 
and changed to glycerol and fatty acids, 
principally butyric acid. At this point 
it may be changed to sugar and burned 
or stored as sugar, or it may be rebuilt 
into fat and stored. 

The fat in the animal body consists 
in the main of glycerids of three faity 
acids—palmitic, stearic, and oleic, and 


vary in different animals. Everybod,; 
knows that mutton fat, cow fat, and 
lard, though they are all pure fats, dif- 
fer each from the other. They differ in 
firmness and in their melting points. 
This difference is due to the difference 
in the proportions of palmitic, stearic, 
and oleic acids.

The fat from cows, sheep, and hoge 
varies more than the fats of, say, three 
species of meat eating animals because 
‘of the following tule: Animals which 
manufacture their fat from sugar and 
starch put their stamp of individuality 
on their fat. Animals which absorb 
their fat from fatty foods do not place 
their stamp of individuality on their 


sugars of grass, hay, grain, and builds 
them into a tallow in which there is a 
certain fixed relation between these 


cow fat. If a dog gets his fat from fat 
meat in time his adipose tissue will have 
the characteristics of the fat eaten. 
Physiologists not infrequently make 
what they call a mutton dog.

OST persons, even in France, 
seem to labor under the. belief 
that the tri-color flag is the em- 
blem of the revolution and of the 
republic, as distinct from the 

3. . of the historic French house of 

Bourbon. 

This is very far from being the case. 
For in a work enfitled “ L’Etat de la 
France,” published under royal auspices, 
in 1694, at Paris, and dedicated by per- 
mission to Louis XIV., is to be found the 
following statement: The officers hold- 
ing the rank of colonel-general of the 
army have the right to back their es- 
cutcheons with flags showing the colors 
of the king—namely: white, red, and 
blue.“ 

The original flag of the kings of 
France was red, as shown on the ori- 
flamme or banner of St. Denis, to which 
was subsequently added blue, represent- 
ing the hue of the mantle of St. Martin, 
one of the patron saints of France. 


— 

The early English kings adopted the 
red for their flag, as demonstrative of 
their claims to sovereignty over France, 
and it may be recalled tnat all the rul- 
ers of England down to William IV., 
less than a hundred years ago, includ- 
ed the title of king or queen regnant of 
France among their other dignities inthe 
official enumeration thereof. 

It was to distinguish the banner of 
France from the red flags of the English 
that King Charles VI. added the white 
to the blue and red of the national col- 
ors of France, and thus first brought the 
tricolor into existence at the beginning 
of the fifteeenth century. 

The late Comte de Chambord, who 
reigned as a child for twenty-four hours 
over France as Henry V. when his 
grandfather, Charles X., abdicated in 
his favor in the revolution of 1830, had 
an opportunity of recovering possession 
of the throne in the early seventies when 
the way had been paved for his restora- 
tion. 

But he declared that he would not 
make any move in that direction unless 
his party and adherents agreed to sub- 
stitute “the white flag of the Bour- 
bons for the tricolor. This proved an 
| insuperable obstacle. 
| The royalist leaders realized that the 


French people would not consent to 
abandon the tricolor, under which they 
had fought so bravely in the defense of 
their native land in the Franco-German 
war of 1870 and which had been identi- 
fied with all the historic victories of the 
first Napoleon. The Comte de Cham- 
bord dechared that sooner than give way 
“pon the subject he would abandon all 
projects of recovery of the throne, and 
the plan for his restoration therefore 
came to nought. 


— 
There are many who are convinced 
that the question of the flag was merely 
put forward by the Comte de Chambord 
as a pretext, and that the real reason 
of his refusal to move in the matter 
was owing to other ci tances and 
to conditions of a different order which 
it was sought to impose upon hirn. 
But his attitude on the subject of the 
flag led to the most diligent researches 
into the history of the national colors 
of France. The archives of the army; 
of the navy, and of the department of 
foreign affairs were carefully examined 
for information bearing upon the matter, 
and the result of these researches is to 
be found in the elaborate work of Gus- 
tave Desjardins, entitled, The Flags 
of France,“ 4 copy of which I have re- 
cently been examining, and in which he 
gives all the authorities for his state-

No Irish family has shed its blood 
more freely in the present war in behalf 
of the British empire than that of Par- 
nell, of which no less than eight mem- 


or eight more are still serving in France, 
at Salonica, and in British East Africa, 
several of them having sustained 
wounds. Its chieftain, Lord Congleton, 
a lieutenant of the royal navy, who took 
part in the battle of Jutland under the 
command of Admiral Sir John Jellicoe 
last summer, succeeded eighteen months 
ago to the title through the death of his 
eldest brother, who fell as a captain of 
the Grenadier guards in the battle of 
the Marne. And now Lord Congleton 
has lost his only surviving brother and 
next heir, the Hon. William Parnell, who 
is among the killed in the battle of the 
Somme, in which he took part as a lieu- 
tenant of the same regiment. 

The next heir to the Congleton peer- 
age is therefore his cousin, Arthur Par- 
nell, also serving at the front as an 
officer of the army, and who, son of the 
late Col. the Hon. Arthur Parnell, is a 
grandson of the third Lord Congleton. 
Among the other members who have 
given their lives for the empire in this 
war is Maj. Geoffrey Parnell of the 
Royal West Surrey regiment, whose 
name figured in the list of British offi- 
cers killed at the front in France in the 
month of August this yecr.

Some eighteen months ago, on the 
strength of an official announcement is- 
sued by the war department in London, I 
recorded in these letters the death of 
Capt. Marteine Lioyd of the Grenadier | 
guards. As in a number of other cases, 
the announcement turned out to be er- 
roneous. The captain had only been 
very badly wounded. He was brought 
home, and as soon as he had recovered 
he returned to the front, where ten days 
ago he was killed in the long drawn out 
battle of the Somme. The captain was 
the only surviving son and heir of Sir 
Marteine Owen Lloyd, whose baronetcy 
will therefore now become extinct with 
his death, but whose large estates, ex- 
tending over 100,000 acres in four Walsh 
counties, will go to his only daughter, 
Joan, row 19 years old.

At Yale and Harvard. 

Carnes said that he even worked Yale 
and Harvard. He is 19 and admits 
many women love him. Carnes’ system 
was to represent himself as a student 
about to enter college. He would open 
an account at a bank, giving a check, 
signed by a supposed father. Before 
the hank would have time to collect 
on the check he would draw against 
the account and catch à train for an- 
other city.

* land of the noble free, thy name I love.’
